A DISCOURSE, BY REV. W. SPEER. 

The course of lectures on Japan delivered 
by Rev. S. H. Willey, in his church in Happy 
Valley, was concluded on Sunday the 23d ult., 
by a discourse from Rev. W. Speer, missionary 
to the Chinese in this City. It was founded on 
the 12th verse of the 45th Psalm, * The daugh- 
ter of Tyre shall be there with a gift.” After 
commenting at length upon this passage, and 
the various opinions held in regard to it, Mr. 
Speer points to the Messianic character and Mil- 
lenial period of this prophetic: ode, and suggests 
that by “the daughter of Tyre” is meantourown 


race that received us like gods ben heaven ;| 
we stung them with loathsome and deadly dis- 
eases, and gave them poison to drink; and 
they are rapidly disappearing. ‘The sons and 
danghters of Africa, credulous and confiding, 
we have borne away from burning villages, 
and the bloody corpses of whole families and 
tribes almost extinguished, to distant hopeless 
slavery. ‘Too often have the known princi- 
ples of honor and honesty been banished from 
traflic, injury heaped upon insult, and the at- 
tempted revenge of these children of nature 
repaid with new plunder, rapine, and murder. 
Our example has sometimes more than sanc- 
tioned all the excesses of their own passions 
aud lusts. Now, can things committed in one 
‘nation be concealed from another! No! the 
birds of the air carry the matter; the winds’ 
moan it; and the stones cry out! Above all, 
iniquity done upon the ocean, must, like its 
corpses, be cast out. 

This topic of my diseourse | may bring most 
clearly before your minds, in the aspect I de- 
sire to present, by relating an occurrence 


of bliss the opium. ‘emoker madly secks—an 
emblem of the long sleep to which he is blindly 
hurrying.” 

_ Such is the fate of the individual. But his 
‘innocent family are necessarily involved in the 
‘destruction of life, and the wasting of his pro- 
perty; and the tremendous consumption of the 
poison along the whole coast, and even widely 
in the interior, is impoverishing that immense 
and wealthy empire. _An amount of money 
about equal to the entire aunual revenue and 
cash expenditure of the governinent of the 
United States of America is thus not alone 
squandered, but is devoted to the fuin of hu 
man happiness, order, and life.

achievements of Christian nations is to bear: 
as to the influence of our religion! And then," 
are these atrocities forgotten with the dead, 
and with the passing generation! No! they 
are recorded, by a people devoted to literature, 
in their histories; they burn in the thrilling 
and indignant biographical narrative ; they 
kindle in the ballad and epic poem; they are 
borne like the baleful sparks of an exploding 
and direful meteor in the popular legend; and 
go down as witnesses to posterity, to waken 
eternal maledictions. Ourselves, our prinei- 

ples, our nations, our religion, our God, are 
thence, by innumerable multitudes, equally and 


cordially abhorred. 


In conclusion, my dear brethren, let me re- 
mark, that the single object of this discourse 
is one of sincere and tender admonition as to 
the duty we owe as a Christian nation, pos- 
sessing unprecedented blessings and opportu- 
nities, to our unhappy fellow-man in the beau- 
tiful, and in some respects most interesting, but 
j still spiritually degraded and dark climes of 
East. I have aimed to show, that while the 
word of God proclaims a period when our 
commerce shall be holy to his name, and every 
one of the hundred arms with which it enfolds 
the globe, be laden with gifts for perishing 
men; yet that hitherto it has been, im too 
many respects, a —er of woe, and, crime, 
and death. 

The lessons we would adduce from its con- 
sideration, on the present occasion, are sum- 


cry in distress, is this the testimony which the |

Ist. ‘That we should maintain moderate ex- 
pectations of tbe immediate results from either 
the scientific or martial displays to be made by 
the fleet which we have lately equipped for the 
shores of Japan. They will exact a momen- 
tary astonishment or terror, but will aot move, 
as many presume, people who are ‘utterly ig- 
norant of svientific principles, and the powers 
of natural agencies, sand who attribute these 
things to diabolical or magical means, as I 
have seen to be the case. Nor can we expect 
by any influence whatever the speedy oblitera- 
tion of sentiments of oppugnance impressed 
and indurated during centuries. And you 
may also conclude how difficult, and how pa- 
tient, must be the work of the missionary of 
the gospel, who beside the labor of laying a 
solid foundation for its way amid the sloughs 
of ignorance, and the quicksands of supersti- 
tion, must dig down mountains of prejudice, 
aud overthrow barriers of hatred. 

‘The second lesson we may deduce from our 
subject is, that an imperative duty lies upon 
ourselves to endeavor tu convey the know- 
ledge of the gospel to the heathen, and to en- 
deavor to remove the evils which have hindered 
its diffusion. Christianity can only be accom- 
panied by the power of God, and can only ap- 
peal with success to the consciences of men, 
when it is distinguished from all earthly sys- 
tems by its spirituality and purity. Blinded 
as the heathen are to the beauty of moral ex- 
cellence they would acknowledge such claims 
to belief; sensual and selfish as they are, they 
would cast away their gods, and their follies, 
and their carnal pleasures, to embrace it; for 
there remain the instinets of original know- 
ledge, and the testimony of God’s Spirit through 
the conscience, and many religious institutions 
that reveal the perpetuation of primeval tradi- 
tions, which all continue to bear witness in 
their breasts. In reading the dim and yet lofty 
utterances of ancient Chinese philosophy, one 
must admire and weep; so much that is ex- 
alting is there, though yet nothing that can 
save ; principles so elevated are laid down for 
guidance in life, while around the grave and 
eternity all is such profound and bewildering 
gloom, impenetrable to the yearning and ach- 
ing soul. The heathen distinguish virtue from 
vice. And not alone in principle, but they are 
shrewd observers of deportment. They mark 
with startling penetration the motives that ac- 
tuate men. The are some who imagine them 
to be stupid and weak-minded. But no where 
have I felt that eyes more piercing were upon 
me than when surrounded by Chinese, no 
where felt that my words and my thoughts 
must be more in exact accordance, that my 
heart must be pure, and my purposes upright. 

As a Christian people we should give an 
unmistakeable conspicuousness to those insti- 
tutions which are special to Christianity ; which 
are the keys to all its blessings; and whose 
possession, and the honor we have rendered 
to them, I say boldly and most omphatically, 
is the reason why Almighty God, the Father ot 
all the nations of the earth, has so favored us, 
and made us first in all that can elevate and 
digtify humanity, and first in the enjoyment 
of the spiritual gifts purchased for our race in 
the blood of His Son. 1 would be clearly un- 
derstood as giving a most decided sanction to 
not only the efforts to make the churches and 
the Sabbath schools populous; but to all ju- 
dicious efforts to abolish the dens of vice in 
our midst which are polluting even the heathen 
with deeper blackness; and still more to the 
noble attempt by legal means to close on the 
Sabbath day the places of traftic and toil of those 
who are determined on rehenthenizing them- 
selves, our city, and our nature. ‘The obser- 
vance of the Sabbath and its worship is the 
helmet, the cuirass, the shield, the all that is 
defensive, in the armour of Civilization 

A step further. Oh let us put to shame the 
introduction of the accursed opium among the 
emigrants from Asia to this country. During 
tue present winter many are out of employ- 
ment, idle, destitute, suffering, open to temp- 
tations to vice. American vessels have brought 
considerable quantities ‘within a few weeks 
past to this port. Its effects will be seen to 
our cost, as well as to that of the besotted 
victims. Many will be led to indulgence, 
haps also to the gambling board; the next 
step is to crime, and to our prisons.’ 
Chinese are a people that may be of immense 
advantage to this young territory of ours.— 
But they may be a great curse to it. Let us 
treat these heathen wisely, kindly, honestly, 
patiently ; as those upon whose lost souls a 
Saviour’s tears are dropping from the skies, the 
spectacle of whose ruin chokes even the songs 
of angels before God’ throne. 

One more lesson from our subject is that of 
encouragement to christian effort and prayer. 
In the past there is mach to regret ia the infla- 
ence of the commerce of christian lands upon 
the wellfare of the nations of Asia. Our most

would support a favorite theory of his, is to stul- 
uly his own reason, and mock the good sense of 
his readers. And if ever those who have con- 
wol of the press, permit it to be used to dissem- 
inate loose and imtidef sentiments through arti- 
cles filled with crroncous statements and false 
reasoning, they are recreant to their trust and 
trille with the best interests of society. ‘They 
are verily at fault if they Know them to be so, 
and they are not less at fault if they publish ar- 
icles without Knowing whether they are of this 
character or not. 

We are led to make these remarks after rea- 
ding an article in the Ada of the 16th ult, en- 
tiled “Origin and Nature of the Sabbath,” over 
the signature of * Merchant.” 

The views there advanced ought pot to pass 
without review, and the proper medium through 
which to notice them is the one through which 
the communication itself reached the public.— 
rhere is air of assurance about the article in 
question, und withal such pretension to critical 
kuowledge, that the castal reader would never 
raise the qucstion whether the writer understood 
the subject he undertakes to discuss or not. 

Afterssome prefatory paragraphs, which we 
pass by for the present, our author makes his 
first principal statement in these words: * The 
root of the word Sabbath is undoubtedly the 
Hebrew word * Saba,’ meaning seyen.” Now, 
begin. with, there is nosuch word as “ Saba”’ 
“meaning seven” in the Hebrew. 

But perhaps the critic means Nhibhah, which 
means seven, and intends to say that it is “ un- 
loubtedly ”’ the root of the word Sabbath. 
30, he proposes a theory as new as it singular. 
itis difficult to conceive on what grounds, or 
according to what rules of derivation he thinks 
Sabbath came from the Hebrew Shibhah. Eve- 
ry characteristic of the word Sabbath in its radi- 
‘al composition, as well as in its connection 
wherever found, leads us to look for its origin 
in the word Shabath, a word from which all He. 
brew scholars and critics have derived it. This 
word means * rest from labor—to liv by—tu hee p 
wily day.” Gesenius—see Gen, 2; 2 and 3. 

“ And on the seventh day God ended his work 
which he had inade, and he rested (a past tense of 
the word WShabaih,) from all his work which 
ac had made. And God blessed the seventh 
luy, and sunctified it, because that in it he had 
rested (saine word again) from all his work 
which God created and made.” And so in all 
vases this root and all its derivations in the va- 
rious parts of speech, carry the idea of rest or 
cessation from labor. Vt was chosen to mark the 
rest of Jehovah from the work of creation, and 
ihe substantive form became the name of that 
divinely consecrated day, and itGs uot transla- 
ved but fransferred almost exactly ‘into English 
where the Hebrew noun Shabath becomes Nab- 
hath. 

And yet “Merchant” ventures the assertion 
that “the root of the word Sabbath is undoubt- 
edly the Hebrew word ‘ Saba,’ meaning seven,” 
and would have us think that the marking of the 
day, or setting it apart from all other days is 
mainly to divide off time into sevens of days!— 
“Undoubtedly!” It was easy to) write that 
word, but when he did it our author could not 
point to a single respectable authority to main- 
tain hisassertion. For a man to write in this 
way savers of boldness, “ but not of the bold- 
ness which is required to meet danger with un- 
concern, but that which enables a man calmly 
to contradict truth to the face.” 


But this is not all. Our author's next asser- 
tion pertains to the meaning of the word “ holy ” 
in the command “ Remember the Sabbath day 
keep it holy.” 

Undertaking another verbal criticism, h 
blunders even worse than before. “The He- 
brew word fer “holy,” says he, “is kadoch (K. D. 


ty, to sanctify, to hallow ” {s kadash, in the Piel. 
But our author refers us to Gen. 1, 4 where he 
says the word is first found, and is rendered by 
“and God divided light from the darkness.”’— 
And he draws the inference that “ the original 
meaning of a holy day is a day to be kept sep- 
erate from other days.” Whereupon he pro- 
ceeds to berate a religious regard for the day 
as connected with “ puritanical ideas of self-mor- 
tification.” But all this superstructure topples 
to the ground when we turn to Gen. 1, 4, and 
find that there is no such word as “kadoch (R. D. 
S.) or kadash (the word he means) there! No- 
thing like it appears in the verse, but in its 
place where our author wanted to have it sub- 
serve his pufpose, is found badal, a verb in its 
past tense, which simply means “to divide.’”—

Where then is the value of our author’s criti 
cism’ His alleged facts are uo facts—his rea- 


yet, ignorant as he is of his subject, he assumes, 
to teach with the airs of a master? 

It is of no use to follow his column farther. We 
have examined it far enough to learn well its 
character. We .clearly see that the writer 
knows nothing of the subject he writes" about 
and therefore to go through with all his asser- 
tions and inferences drawn to suit his purpose, 
would be but a waste of time. In the progress 
of his article he discovers but too plainly that 
his objections to the day are founded in a deep 
dislike for it, rather than in any reasonable con- 
viction that it has no religious sanctions. It is 
well that the subject of the Sabbath is brought 
under discussion, but those conductors of papers 
who admit communications into their columns 
concerning it, must see to it that they are worthy 
of the subject discussed. Otherwise they will 
lose the respect of people who discriminate be- 
tween argument and assumption, and will not 
countenance those who treat their religious be- 
lief in a trifling manner. The attention of the 
community is awakened to the nature and 
claims of the Christian Sabbath, and they ought 
perhaps again, for the thousandth time, to be 
thoroughly and critically discussed.

Saspatu Convention. — Meetings are held 
from time to time in Sonora to devise measures

We observe with great pleasure 
that the Editors of the Sonora Herald take a

When those who occupy prominent seats of 
influence, wicld thas influence ib fuvd¥ of re- 
ligion and its institutions, they are justly en- 
titled tothe meed of patrivtisin. On the other 
hand they who prostitute their bigh position, to 
the mere purpose of gain, regardless of the 
‘moral iutcrests of society, merit and receive 
only those rewards which dishonor has in store 
for the selfish and mercenary. We commend 
the course of the Sonora, Editors in this matter 
to the attention of some other Journalists in our 
city and state. 


The Chinese as Agriculturists. 

It is well known to all that have read any of 
the accounts of theempire of China, that for 
nothing ure its inhabitants more celebrated 
than for their agricultural skill, and the vast 
amounts of rice and other grains, sugar cane, 
hemp, culinary vegatables, and other valuable 
products, Which they extract from the soil.— 
Many ot those who have emigrated to California 
have noticed the richness of the myriads. ot 
acres here lying unimproved. Inquries are 
frequently made by them as to whether they. 
could not purchase or lease at a low price, 
some of the vacant land near to San Francisco, 
Sacramento, or Stockton; where they would 
be protected in their rights and labor, There 
are several hundred now unemployed who 
weld be willing to engage themselves under 
the care of Americans in whuin they could con. 
tide; to purchase, if land could’Be obtained 
cheaply, and their possession to it be well 
secured ; or possibly to work on shares, as is the 
case in their own country, where many till the 
poorer ground for half the proceeds, the richer 
for perhaps less. 

The main difficulties in the way of their 
employment as farmers, lie in the extreme 
rudeness of the Chinese agricultural imple- 
ments, Which are chiefly such as the broad 
wooden hoe with an iron edge, the spade, and 
to some extent the light plough drawn by the 
“water-ox” or buffulo, and sometimes by the 
ass; in the diflerence between our season and 
theirs; in their chiefattention being giyen to 
the culture of rice and kitchen vegatables not 
much used here; and in the ignorance to a 
yreat degree of our language. 

But it is our belief that large numbers of the 
Chinese will sopn be occupied in harvesting 
the rich products of our soil. They are asa 
people so intelligent, quick to imitate, patient, 


would be so valuable if introduced here, as 
they certainly will be extensively ; their labor 
may be employed at comparativey so cheap a 
rate ; and much of our territory, called tule 
lands, seems so well suited to rice, sugar, and 
other plants of moist growth; that we cannot 
but feel that they have been brought here for 
benificent ends. 

The brightest aspect of this subject lies in 
the hope that as farmers, and especially as 
gardeners, an employment of which the Chinese 
}may be said to be nationally fond, these inter- 
egting heathen people will be dispersed among 
the christian homes: of this land, and to their 
tyes, so long dimmed and downcast, be pre- 
sented new conceptions of social happiness, of 
domestic comfort, ot the dignity and worth of 
the female sex, and of the blessed fruits of 
Christianity. We trust that happy lessons 
taught in the valleys of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin will germinate and blossom in the 
myriad-peopled plain of Kiang-su and Chib-li, 
and help to“ fill the face of the world with 
fruit.” Com.

Voice of the Press. 


~ We published two weeks since an article from 


the Stockion Journal, commenting with just se- 


verity upon our State Senate in suffering Gen. 


Denver to continue longer a member of that 
body, in open violation of our Constitution — 
We are happy to record the fact that another 
press in the State has spoken out on this sub- 
The Sacramento Union, of last Saturday, 
in its leading article, shows the duty and neces- 
sity of the Senate’s taking decided action in 


‘this matter, and expelling from its body one 


who is Constitutionally disqualified to hold a 
seat there, nay, who is ineligible to any office 
of honor or profit whatever in the gift of the 
State. We quote the last part of the article, 
italicising the closing paragraph: 

“Suppose one of its members fights a duel, 
which, under the fundamental law, would dis- 
qualify him from holding any ‘oflice of profit’ 
inthe State, and the fact is published to the 
world through the public press, from California 
to Maine, and not denied—what course would 
their senatorial oaths require the other mem- 
bers of that body te pursue in order to satisty 
their minds of the truth of the charge?! It is not 
one of those cases in court where strict proof is 
required to cunvict a party charged with felo- 
ny; but still they must have proof, in some form 
—this is conceded. Shall this evidence be ta- 
ken before a committee of the Senate, be ob- 
tained from a party charged, or from the rec- 
ord of the criminal courts! If brought before 
au committee of the Scnate, the party could not 
plead ‘ not guilty,’ as in court, but must admit 
or deny positively the charge. His admission 
would bring his case within the disqualifying 
clause of the Constitution, and the Senate would 
be compelled, under their oaths, to deelare the 
offending inember disqualified from holding a 
seat in that body, unless, indeed, they might 
“ understand the Constitution as excluding mem. 
bership in the Senate from ‘ offices of profit.”— 
The proof brought tothe minds of Senators that 
one of them had jought a duel, no matter tn what 
form it might be presented—it is satisfied, then, 
of the truth of the charge—they would be bound 
tv act upon it, and exclude the guilty member. 

“A charge of that charactcrso far as the 
constitutional disability is concerned—ift made 
through the public press and not denied, would 
be sullicient to justify a committee of enquiry, 
and unless the charge was disproved, the disa- 
bility would attach. The penalty under the 
constitution is not of a degrading character— 
does not touch life, limb, libertv or property. 
strict proof is not demanded. The subject ts 
one completely within the jurisdiction of the 
Senate, and if any case exists which comes 
within the disqualitying clause of the constitu- 
tion, the members of that body are bound by 
the most solemn duty to investigate it. 

“Such clause in the constitution or statute 
should be entorced while they remain on the 
record, or they should be abrogated immediate- 
ly. 
Ifconstiutiohal provisions and statutes against 
duelling do such violence to public. opinion, tet them 
be repealed forthwith, but while they do remain, let 
us nol bring upon ourselves diszrace tt the eyes o; 
the civilized world, by their total disregard” 


California Plants. 

Witp Currant. Tue Rives 
lhis interesting shrub abounds in the vieinity 
of San Francisco, where it attains to the heighi 
of 6 or 8 feet. The old bark of the young 
branches peels off like the Snow-Ball, Nine- 
Bark bush, or the Sycamore tree. 

We oiler no opology tor the following ove: 
nice description which may be tedious to the 
general reader. 

The leaves are heart-shaped and like the 
geranium 3 to 5-lobed, doubly toothed (with » 
sticky moisture from the litte glands or dets 
on the tips of the hairs covering all parts of the 
toliage) wrinkled, veiny, leaf-stem (stipulate) 
widened at the base and thin membranous with 
eye-lashes on its edges. ‘The racemes (or flow: 
er stems) spring from the same buds as the 
eaves, but are much longer, often bent back o1 
plume-like, nodding, and 20 to 50-flowered—in 
dry localities the plants set close against the 
stem, in damp, the tlower stemlets are as long 
as the tlower—the bracts (or colored leaf-lets 
mixed with the flower) are lance-shaped and 
red like the tubular calyx (or tlower-cup, this 
being bell-shaped, or often narrowed at the 
throat; 5-parted, oblong and pointed, much 
longer than the inyer (spatulate) red or whitish 
petals (or proper flower leaves)—5 stamens (01 
threads) to 1 central pistil 2-parted at the top. 

The fruit is oblong,ovoid,and dark purple when 
ripe (as it may now be seen both in ripe fruit 
and flower jn Mr. Brannan’s yard on the Mis- 
sion road)—seedg large fnd numerous, the en- 
velope pulpy, sweet, and astringent, with glan- 


dular viscid hairs. 
The charming beauty of this little trim shrub 


with its numerous red and white blossoms nod- 
ding as a graccful plume to the gentle breeze,and 
clothed in foliage like our geraniums, must be 
secn in favorable damp localities in order to 


be duly appreciated. 
We are pleased to sec this transplanted as 


one of the many native onaments for the ural 
Cottage. It surprised me a little to find the 
fruit pulpy and not unpleasant flavored, differ. 
ing in this respect from the usual descriptions, 
compared however, with our domestic currant 
it is useless, and will surely prove a disappoint- 
ment to those who haye recently taken it up 


the country for table purposes. 

To the anxious toil worn citizen, a frequem 
visit to the country would afford a rational 
pastime, where freed from tne ceaseless bustle 
through the mire of mud and money, he might 
admire the natural beauties of our sandy hills 
and little coscy vallies. On Saturday last du- 
ring a pleasant walk while stopping to pencil 
a note under the branches of This shrub, the 
little Humming Birds came flitting from flower 
to flower and sipping the nectar, thus beautifully 
illustratigg the genial nature of our winter 
season. These objects often excite in me a 
thrill of happiness, and awaken the remains of 
those purer sentiments and warmer affections 
of early years—thus tending to improve the 
heart as well as health, and elevate the soul to 
the Great Author of the beauties of the world 
around us.

Indian Policy. 

B. D. Wilson, Eeq., Indian Commissioner for 
the Southern District, arrived here a few 
days since on the Ses Bird, on business con- 
nected with his office. From the Los Angeles 
Star we get an outline of his plan for the 


ern Indians, His suggestions, resulting from a 
long and practical acquaintance with the In- 
dian tribes, and prompted by feelings of hu- 
manity for the race, are entitled to the most 
weighty consideration. 
He proposes that a certain part of our terri 
tory be reserved for the use of the different In- 
dian tribes, and designates the boundaries. At 
present these lands are wastes, and but two 
white men are living on any part of them. 


“Mr, Wilson rocommends one principal town 
or pueblo at each reserve. There would be 
eight towns, one at each of the following places : 
At the Four Creeks, the Tularenos, about 1000- 


‘Indians; at the ‘Té¢jon, Tularenos, 1000; San 


Gorgonio, Cahuillas, 1500; San Jacinto, Cabuil- 
las, 1500; Temecula, San Luisenos, 1000 ; Agua 
Caliente, Dieguenos, 1000; Mouth of Gila, Yu- 
mas, 1000, and on the upper Colorado, Mohaves, 
1000. The establishment of some towns at the 
Gila and Colorado might be delayed for some 
time and until the working of the system should 
prove to be advantageous.” ’ 

“It is estimated that 1000 head of cattle, with 
their own natural resources, would be sufficient 
to support them six months; the cattle could be 
delivered slaughtered at the villages, for 830,- 
000. Then, too, they would require a small su 
ply of clothing, blankets, &c. After the first 
six months, they would not only support them- 
selves, but have a surplus. ‘They have done 
this befure, and would do it again. The pro- 
ductions should be kept common stock, and 
dealt to them in daily or tri-weekly rations.— 
The lands of each town should also be held as 
common lands, until it became expedient to dis- 
pose otherwise ; individual concessions might 
ve made to the more industrivus, | 

The immediate control of the affairs of each 
village would be entrusted to an agent appoint- 
‘d specially for the purpose. The agent could 
sive permission to some of the Indians to bind 
themselves out for 2 term not to exceed one 
year, but as a general thing the Indians would 
be required to reside in their respective terri- 
tories. A blacksmith, carpenter, and farmer 
should be employed for each village to teach 
the Indians agriculture and the mechanic arts; 
and schools for the instruction of the young be 
established upon some uniform system. It is 
‘hought the expense of carrying into successful 
»peration the mode of government suggested 
hy Mr. Wilson, will not exceed the cost of one 
of the numerous expeditions which have been 
indertaken against the Indians since the organ- 
zation of our State government.” 


When suggestions as numane and sensible 
is the above are suffered to control and shape 
our Indian policy, well will it be for our State, 
ind for the unfortunate races whom providence 
nas committed to our care and protection. 


Correspondence. 
SAcRAMENTO, Feb. 1, 1833. 

Mr. Hdior:—We took time yesterday and 
went out to see Hoboken. You are probably 
aware that there ds such a place as Hoboken; 
nut only on the west side of the Hudson in New 
Jersey, but on the south Bank of the American 
in California. It was during the high water 
some five or six weeks ago, and after our streets 
became impassible to loaded teams, that our 
merchants conceived the idea of establishing 
‘emporary places of trade and delivery stations 
yutside of the town, and near the great thor- 
uughfures, and at points to which goods could 
ve taken by water and then landed on terra 
iitma. Of course there arose different opinions 
ibout the location of such outposts of business. 
['wo or three had already gone out to the Fort. 
As many more located at Vanduren’son the north 
bank of the American, at one of the Ferry land- 
ings. Three or more friends put up their tents 
at the head ofa deep slough setting up from the 
American north-easterly, and running close to 
Auburn road. Several others went to the spot 
mm the south bank of the American, where the 
main road to El Dorado and Calaveras Counties 
tirst strikes the border of the river, four miles 
irom here by land and seven by water. The 
spot was a delightful one, the land high and the 
soil dry. We have often been in our here 
rides in past seasons, and we distinctly recol- 
lect, in drawing maps of other cities in the 
spring of 1850, taking for a pattern a most beau- 
‘ifully executed one of “ Norristown,” whose'lo- 
cation was at this very point. The navigation 
thither was fine, and there were few drawbacks, 
It became a favorite resort, and forthwith a 
canvass town “rose like an exhalation.”— 
“Mugginsville” on the Auburn road, and 
*Flaggville” at Vandoren’s did no more than 
hold their own. 

The new location absorbed every thing. In 
a few days almost every house in Sacramento, 
in almost every line of business, had branches 
established there. Two or three steamers began 
to ply between Sacramento and this off-shoot. 
All sorts of smaller craft were also brought in- 
to use—scows, vWhale-boats, launches, skiffs, 
dug-outs, &c., and the American has swarmed 
with them ever since. An immense business 
has been done at the new town; and it is still 
going on. For some days it was doubtful by 
what name the place would be called; but Ho 
boken won the honor, and by that name it is 
known. It is built on one street, a half a mile 
long, closely and compactly, and such a place 
for business and bustle we have never seen. 

But its days must soon be numbered. The 
watcr is getting low, and so soon as the weath- 
er becomes settled as dry weather, it must be 
abandoned. And besides there is a strong de- 
sire un all sides to get back to town once more 


The holes will speedily be filled, and teams can 
load as usual along our side-walks and marts. 
When this is accomplished* the temporary city 
will vanish. 

The water in the Sacramento is now below 
the general level of the city, and the percolation 
through the banks has ceased. Drainage filling 
and dry weather will make all right, and will 
fill all our streets with life and business again 
The horse-market has already resumed its 
wonted noise and confusion, and other portions 
of the city begin to appear asin days of old.

Education of Animals. 


The Albany Cultivator -for December, has 
some interesting remarks under this head. We 
copy a portion of them for the information ‘of 
our farmers. 

“We have never failed, except in a single 
instance, to reduce the most terrific kickers 
among cows, to permanent quietness and sub- 
mission, in less than three days, by always fol- 
lowing with a single stroke of the whip, every 
attempted blow of the hoof. But it was quite 
egsential that the conditions, just alluded to, 
should be strictly observed, namely : 

1. That perfect calmness should be pre- 
served, for how can one govern another, when 
he cannot govern himself. 

2. That every warlike altemp/, whether it 
result in upsetting the milk-pail, or only in an 
abortive stroke against the air, should be pun- 
ished precisely alike, for the@nnimal has no- 
thing to do with results ; it is the bad disposi- 
tion we wish to subdue. | 

3. A single blow only should be given for 
each offence, for in this ease, the dread is 
greater than the pain—but if repeated, the ter- 
ror instantly ceases, and a feeling of fury and
